Eagerly Awaiting Publication of Kentucky Handicap 
Weights — Horses That May Contend for the 
Honors of This Yaluahlo Race. 



laiuisville, Ky., April 22. — The many extensive 
improvements that Manager Jolin Haeliiiieister has 
under way at gn-at exiiense at Douglas Park are 
tK-ing rapidly pushed towanls an early completion 
and are sure to be all finislieil long bi-fore the o|K-n- 
ing day of tlie coming spring mc-eting at this plant 
Monda.v. May 29. 

AA'itliin the Douglas Park enclosure now tlie 
grounds cover 1.30 acres in all. The pliint is being 
surrounded by an ornate picket fence eight fei-t 
liigh and 2..500 feet long. Tlie only gaps in this 
fence are at two imints one at the main roadway 
entrance to the track where the loilge gate is in- 
stalled, iind the otlier a loilge gap tlirough which tho 
street railroad track runs from tlie Douglas Park 
Interurban station to the grandstand part of the 
grounds. All tlie roads now leading to the track 
are ii-.acndainizcd and will lie in an entirely finished 
condition in tlie next ten days. From the entrance 
the boulevard lending to tlie grandstand is all of a 
quarter mile long. Another big improvement is 
enlarging tlie space in front of the graiidstand 
wliere the public passes tbrougli tlio eiitranec to take 
the stri-et cars. 'Tliis is so arranged as to in the 
future greatly lessen tlie congestion at tliis laiint 
on all racing days, no matter how large tlie crowd 
in attendance. 

It will be a revelation to nil visitors at Douglas 
Park tills spring, as they regard tlie pn-seiit hi-auty 
of this racing plant. It was looked iiiion bi-fore as 
a worthy rival to any race course ever laid out in 
till- west, but now it assumes a magnitude in lieaut.v, 
that only tlie most finislied landscape artist has 
the ability to devise. 

iKKiking over tlie track feni-e at Clinreliill Dovyns 
several ila.vs ago was an old-time turfman, long a 
resident of Ixaiisvllle, and wliose age lias crossed 
the line of three score years and ten. Said lie: 
“It is hard to realize wliat a wonderful track tlie 
C'liurclilll IKiwns plant has developed into under 
twentieth century management. It was near the 
siKit where we are now standing that I remember 
seeing tho lute Col. M. Lewis Clark, sitting astride 
of' a fallen tree, looking over tlie cornfield that in 
1874 covered tlie territory wliioh now embniees 
the ground of the Xew Ixiuisville JiK-ke.v Club. 
The course was laid out that fall, but my, no 
mail could dream then tlie scene to be viewed 
liere toilay. There were at first only eighty - 
seven stalls on tlie grounds and the old jockey club 
at tlie beginning Iiad tlie side uttachment of a 
driving park association, so ns to secure stock- 
liohU-rs, will), at the time, were big trotting horse 
breeilers. Stock in the jockey club then was easily 
secured. The whirligig of time lias surely beeu 
genennis to this racing plant.” 

Remarkable is tlie list of eligihles to the Ken- 
tucky Hnndican and horsemen are eager for tlie d:i.v 
to arrive for tlie publication of tlie weights, wliicli 
will come out on May 30, four days before the run- 
ning of tlie race. Roamer will again this si-asou 
make a try for this race, and tlie event will also 
probably mark his first meeting with the great filly 
Regret, tlie only one of lier sex that has ever suc- 
ceeded in winning tlie Kentucky Derb.v. Borrow, 
Hodge and Prince Hermis, tlie three placed horses 
in the Kentucky Handicap last year and, all of 
wliicli finished in front of Roamer, may again Iki 
starters tliis year. Star Jasmine and \\'ati-rblos- 
som, till- two cracks of 'T. Mclhiwell’s stable, 
are among tlie eligihles. Tiic former won the lai- 
toiiia Clip, two miles and a quarter. last fall, and 
lieat all records in Kentucky at tliis distaiii-e, lier 
time bi'ing 3:.50%. As to AA’ati-rblossom. sin- won 
both the Kentucky Oaks and the Canadian Derby 
lust year. 

It is a remarkable array of tliree-year-olds tliat 
is engaged in this event this year. In fact, it is 
iiearl.v safe to perdiet that one of that nuiiiber will 
win some of the tiig Di-rbys of tliis year.

UaHKISCEHCES OF THE CHESTEX CTO. 



In view of the f«ct that on aevenil occasions dnr- 
inK recent years the Chester Cup failed to fill at 
the first attempt, it is difficult to realize that there 
was a time when the nominations for it ran into 
hundreds. Beveral instances occurred in the ’fifties 
as, for instance, in 1852 the entries numbered 210i 
in la’iS, 216; in 1854, 214; and in 1855, 200, while 
In other years in that era of the race they were 
usually round about those totals. At that period, 
and for some time afterwards, the Cup was known 
as the Tradesmen’s Plate and gave rise to a volume 
of speculation to which the present day is quite a 
stranger. From a speculative standpoint it took 
Itrecedence of the Derby, and books were open on it 
before Christmas, though the race was not decided 
until May. Horses were backed before the entries, 
after the entries, la-fore the weights, after the 
weights, and after the acceptances right up to the 
day, and it will be seen that the great number of 
nominations gave opi>ortunity for the laying of long 
pri«-es, of wliich the public took every advantage. 
This extensive s|>eculation led to certain abuses, 
and it was largely owing to scandals connected with 
tlie “list houses” that restrictive legislation was 
introduced. But tliough it was then brought within 
reduced limits, so far as the general public was con- 
<emed, the event remained for a long i)criod a fa- 
vorite betting medium and many fortunes were won 
in connection witir horses “laid out” for the favorite 
handicap, despite the risk from the nature and con- 
figuration of the course', of their chances being 
seriously interfered with. 

Thus tlie records show that many horses with 
liglit imposts were returned as winners, but the race 
is nevertheless associated with some nobble per- 
formances under heavy weights, of which an early 
example was afforded when the six-year-old General 
Oliasse was successful in 1837 with 133 pounds up, 
and ('ardinal Puff won as a five-year-old carrying 
129 pounds two seasons later. Many three-year- 
olds that afterwards distinguished themselves in 
more important fields stand among the winners of 
the ract-, notably Nancy (1801), which was equal to 
taking the Goodwoo<l Cup, "Great Ebor Handicap, 
tJreat Yorkshire Plate and other races the same 
year; St. Albans, whicli in 1860 also won the Don- 
<-aster St. I>-ger; and Tim Whiffler, successful in 
1862. Joe Miller, another three-year-old, in 18.52 
won ill the largest field (43) that ever went to the 
IKist for the event, thougli he did nothing great 
afterwards. Several liorses have won the Cup twice, 
the first to do so lieing I>-amington (18.57 and 1859), 
which was subse«iueiitly sent to the “States” and 
passed his excelleiict- along at the stud, and the 
next was Dalby, in 18({,5 and 1866. In connection 
with that horse, which won the first time as the 
lligliflyer’s Dam colt (then a four-year-old carrying 
92 iHiunds), a large sum of money was won and as 
a pr»*viou 8 winner he was not overdone with 105 
]K)unds the following year, when a second coup was 
bronglit off. The year prior to tlie first victory of 
Dalby the race was won by Flash in the Pan, an 
aged horse with only 88 iiounds in the saddle, and 
he was one of the so-called “yearlings” belonging 
to Mr. Hughes, who was in the habit of running 
horses long after they had passed the “aged” stage 
and fre«|ueutly did so with success. A unique record 
attaches to Flash in the Pan. He took part in all 
in sixty-one races, winning several of a more or 
less minor character, as follows: at two years he 
ran three times, at three years, 10; at four, 9; at 
five, 16; at six, 7; at seven, 14; at eight, 1; and at 
eleven, 1. He was eight years old when he won the 
Cup, that being the only race in which he took 
part that year, and did not run again after his 
solitary appearance at eleven years of age. For the 
Cup he started at 30 to 1 and won by ten lengths. 
Further instances of “doubles” were those of Pa- 
geant in 1877 and 1878, and of Dare Devil in 1892 
and 1893. The first- named was a good class horse, 
belonging to the late F. Gretton and trained at 
Kingsclere by John Porter that had a very credita- 
ble record during his career, and Dare Devil was the 
property of C. Perkins, a well-known patron of 
racing, especially in the north of England, in his 
da.v, and a patron of I’Anson’s stable. There was 
iiotliing itarticularly striking about the performances 
of eitiier of those horses in the Cup, as they only 
carried fair racing weights, but they were well 
backed each time they won, though the days of 
“coups” in connection with the race had almost 
gone by. 

One of the most popular Cup victories was that 
of Mr. Hodgman’s three-year-old, Paul Jones, in 
1868. He vvas highly thought of by his owner, and 
backed down to 6 to 4," the confidence placed in 
him being rewarded by a length victory from the 
50 to 1 chance. Goodwood. Following Chester “the 
Buccaneer” was supported strongly for the Derby 
and there would have been great rejoicing in the 
camp of his partisans had he been successful for 
the Blue Itiband. He was supported down to 8 to 
1 , but found the company different from that on 
the Roodee, and made an indifferent show. That 
race saw the upset of Lady Elizabeth and the vic- 
tory of Blue Gown, an immense favorite with the 
public <lespite the parthility of Sir Joseph Hawley 
for Green Sleeve and Uosicrucian, with which he 
declared to win in preference. One of the best 
l»erformances in the Cup was that of Knight of the 
Garter in 1869. Carrying 127 ix>unds as a five- 
year-old, he won in a canter from a good class han- 
dicap field, in which Dalby and Paul Jones were 
endeavoring to repeat their previous successes, and 
there was also St. Mungo, a useful three-year-old 
of Mr. Merry’s about which the most <-onfident ex- 
jiectations were entertained. The latter managed 
to get second and Dalby was third, but neitlier had 
any chance with Knight of the Garter, wliich was 
ridden b.v Fordliam. That great jockey had in his 
earl.v days • earned brackets in the race, for he was 
on the back of Kpaminnndas when, a midget of 
sixty -six pounds, he rode that colt in 1854. An- 
other creditable show was that of Asteroid, which 
won under 130 pounds in 1863, having iirevlously 
on several occasions shown that gift of staying 
which stood him in good stead on the Roodee. But, 
taking the event generally, it cannot claim in its 
roll of honor the names of so many great horses as 
can several other popular handicaps, ligiitly-weight- 
ed ones figuring largely in its annals. It is, how- 
ever, one of the oldest established, liaviiig lieen first 
run in 1824, and few have in their time stood higher 
in public favor. 

For a long periml the Cup has been fortunate in 
the supiKirt of many turf patrons who fostered its 
fortunes when they were rather down at heel and 
the meeting had fallen on something like evil times. 
It ma.v be taken for granted that their names were 
uot missing even when the Cup failed to fill and a 
second attempt became necessary. One of those 
friends is Mr. L. dc Rothschild, and it would have 
b<>en scurvy treatment on the i»art of Dame For- 
tune had she not given some recognition of such 
faithfulness. The reward has taken the sbai>e of 
three Cup winners — Fashion in 1886. Biserta in 1883, 
and Santo Strato in 1909, and, while it g<a-K with- 
out sa.ving that those suci'csses gave the public the 
greatest satisfaction, it is to lie hoped there are 
iiiau.v more in store for the ]>o|>ular “blue and yel- 
low.” The Chester meeting, though the glory of 
the Cup has in a sense departed, was some years 
ago plnct^d on a firm financial basis, and the 
Ktnoigthening of tiu- virograro and the up-to-date 
Jnethods adopted in its management are calcuLated 
to give It a still firmer footing. 'Phe meeting in 
js'aceful times is held at a tiine of year that affords 
attractiens apart from those of the sisirt. and there 
happily set>ms no danger of a gathering that boasts 
BO many stirring and historic associations dropping 
out of the fixture list. — London Siiortsman. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAT. 



The text of the official statement issued yester- 
day at the German army headquarters said: West- 

ern front — on the I.M‘ingemarck- Ypres high road the 
English early in the morning attacked the trenches 
which our patrols captured April 19. The enemy 
re-o<-cupii*d about one-third of the jiositious. On 
iKith sides of I.a Basse canal we exploded a few 
mines with gissl results. Enemy fire upon the 
towns of Lens and Roye resulted in further victims 
itmoiig the <-ivil population. At Ro.ve one child was 
killed and two women and a child were 'injured. In 
the Argoiine we destro.ved French outiaist |K>sitious 
on the hill of La Fille Morte by mine explosions. 
We iK-cupied an extensive crater before our fnmt. 
West of the Meuse the French repeated their efforts 
in the region of liead Man Hill. They twice bom- 
barded with combined artillery and machine-gun 
fire both banks of the river. The third attack 
broke down with heav.v losses liefore our |M>sitions. 
Fierce hand grimade engagements for a trench sec- 
tion III the ueighlH.rhood of Caiirettes wimmI resiiltisl 
ill our recovering this section towards evening. Dur- 
ing the night the French again succeeded in ob- 
tiiiuiiig a foothold in this wihhI. East of the Meuse 
at the Kteinbriich (stone quarry), south of Haiidre- 
mont and south of Fort Douauniont, there was lively 
artillery activity together witli grenade and Ixmib 
fi(liUii{. 'Xlie urtUlery couUuucd, without inter* 



mption day and night, its customary local violence 
on the entire battle front in the Meuse district. In 
the region northwest of Fresnes-en-Woevre, prison- 
ers were taken belonging to the 154th French divi- 
sion. This proves that in the region between this 
town and Avocourt since February 21, thirty-eight 
divisions were employed, of which four divisions, 
after a long rest, were relnfijrced by fresh drafts 
taken chiefly from tlie recruits of the class of 
1916, who were brought into the battle and beaten. 
Eastern theater — Yesterday southeast of Garbu- 
novka there were Russian attacks with sanguinary 
losses in front of our entanglements. According to 
reiiorts from Geneva, says the Overseas News 
Agency, Great Britain has offered to Spain posses- 
sion of Tangier if Spain will seize the (ierman 
sliips in Spanish ports and will consent to the 
closing,* of the Straits of Gibraltar to all neutral 
ships, except those flying the Spanish flag. 

A preliminary reiiort from Maj. Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, chief of staff of the army, on his confer- 
ence with Gen. Funston at San, Antonio, Tex., 
regarding the Mexican problem, was expected 
yesterday by officials of the Washington govern- 
ment. Gen. Scott was sent by Secretary of War 
Baker to discuss the situation in detail with Funs- 
ton. The next step of this government regarding 
the pursuit of Villa or the withdrawal of troops 
probably will not be taken pending the receipt of 
a ramplete report on the situation from Gen. Scott. 
This report is not expected until he returns to 
IVashington. Before departing Gen. Scott an- 
nounced that he would make his investigation and 
return as soon as possible. Meanwhile reports of 
alleged moves on the part of Felix Diaz, nephew 
of the former Mexican dictator, for a new revo- 
lution against the de facto government, are causing 
considerable uneasiness at the state department. 
The movement is said to be backed by wealthy 
Mexicans, both in Mexico and the United States. 
It is learned that several Mexicans in this coun- 
try are under close observation, and it is possible 
that part of the anti-American feeling in Chihuahua 
state against the forces chasing Villa may be at- 
tributed to the Diaz movement. Admission is made 
liy Secretary Baker that American consuls in 
Mexico had been advised of reports to the effect 
that Mexican officers had warned Gen. Pershing 
not to proceed south of Parral before the clash 
there. Tlie secretary insists, however, that tlie 
warning had not caused any change in orders to 
the border forces. 

From Amsterdam a dispatch says: Baron Kolmar 
von der Goltz, commander-in-chief of the First 
Turkish army, died Wednesday of spotted fever 
at the headquarters of his Turkish • army, according 
to an official announcement received here from Ber- 
lin. He had been ill ten days. Field Marshal von 
der Goltz was regarded as one of Germany’s great- 
est strategists. He was 72 years old and fought on 
the staff of Prince Frederick Charles in the Franco- 
I’russian war. In 1883 he was sent to reconstruct 
tlie Turkish army and remained in Turkey for thir- 
teen years. In August, 1914, he was appointed mil- 
itary governor of the occupied part of Belgium, 
but in Novemiier of the same year he was relieved 
of this command and sent to Turkey. He was ap- 
IKiinted military commandant at Constantinople and 
acting minister of war. He was instrumental in 
forming the strong Turkish defense on tiie Gallipoli 
Iieninsula. He received his command as chief of the 
First Turkish army in April of last year, when he 
succeeded General Liman von Sanders in command 
of the Dardanelles. Recent dispatches reported 
Field Marshal von der Goltz engaged in the opera- 
tions in Asiatic Turkey. Before the fall of Er- 
zerum he was said to be bottled up in that strong- 
hold with 80,000 Turks. 

The French official statement of yesterday says: 
In Belgium our artillery energetically cannonaded 
the sector east of the Ypres-Pilkelm road dur- 
ing an action at this point by British troops. West 
of the Meuse, the enemy during the night attacked 
our positions on the slopes north of Dead Man hill. 
The Germans, who had succeeded in gaining a foot- 
hold in our first line, were ejected soon after by 
a counter attack which won back for us all the 
terrain previously conquered by us. Another at- 
tack in which liquid fire was used was delivered 
against our trenches north of the Caiirettes wood. 
It was completely repulsed. East of the Meuse, 
at the close of the day yesterday, following an 
intense liombardment of our lines from the Meuse 
as far as Fort Vaux, the Germans brought up 
large bodies of troops into their trenches on the 
front between the pond and Fort Vaux in prepara- 
tion for an attack. Artillery bombardments im- 
mediately launched prevented an advance and caused 
serious losses to the enemy. In Le Pretre wood 
there was some fighting between patrols. On the 
rest of the front the night was calm. 

Uncle Sam’s gunners have set a new record in 
American naval marksmanship, according to infor- 
mation at the New York navy yard. The Atlantic 
fleet, which was recently engaged in battle maneu- 
vers at Guantanamo, bettered all former marks for 
distance in long range target practice with the 12 
and 14 inch guns by more than .50 per-cent, and 
incidentally surprised naval authorities by the ac- 
curacy they showed at the long distance. Former 
long range target practice usually has been limited 
at 12,000 yards, with most of it being at 8,000 
yards with reduced loads. At the recent maneuvers 
the targets were put from 15,000 to 19,000 yards 
away. The incentive for the longer ranges came 
from reports of various naval battles of the present 
war, particularly that about a year ago, when Ger- 
man warships, in a dash from Kiel into the North 
sea, were attacked by the British fleet. The Tiger 
and Lion were crippled and the Blucher was sunk. 

A Berlin dispatch of yesterday says: Ger- 

many’s answer to the latest American note is 
likcl.v to be delayed by some parleys and requests 
for further information on certain iioints,' accord- 
ing to the Lokal Anzieger, which says it learns 
that the note is a decidedly long one and that it 
will be examined with German thoroughness. 'The 
American note is now in tlie hands of Emperor 
William, Chancellor von Bethman-Hollweg and Gen. 
von Falkenhayn, chief of the general staff at gen- 
eral headquarters. A summary of the note was 
telegraphed yesterday to general headquarters, and 
a courier, bearing the full text and the apiicndix, 
was sent there by train. The deliberations of the 
emperor, the chancellor and the chief of staff will 
determine the future shaping of German-American 
ndations. The note apiiears in the newspapers 
of this afternoon. All is calm here. 

Shipment of supplies from German sympathiaers 
in America to the central (lowers with the aid of 
the American Red Cross, long a subject of diplo- 
matic discussion finally has been halted. While 
Great Britain has not signified its intention to 
hold 11(1 all such su|iplles, the fact remains that the 
Red Cross officials have not succeeded in obtaining 
any (lermits to (lass the shi|>ments in question, with 
the result that this channel of aid has been closed. 
With tons of hospital su(iplies, clothing and other 
materials not so readil.v classifleil clogging the big 
Bush terminal warehouses in Brooklyn awaiting 
shiiiment to Germany, officials at the Red Cross 
headquarters at Washington notified all Red Cross 
chapters that no more consignments to the central 
powers could be received. 

A message of yesterday from Torreon, Mexico 
says: Gen. Severiiio Coniceros and his <-ommand of 

Villa bandits have surrendered to the military com- 
mander in Durango City and have been granted an 
amnesty. Gen. Trevino has informed the local agi- 
tators wiio desired to make resistance to the ad- 
vanc-e of the American trooiis that the de facto 
government had the situation well in hand. The 
government does not need any private assistance. 
Gen. Trevino told the agitators, and then added 
that if they felt that they must fight he would 
find them places in the arm.v where they could 
make war on the Villa bandits. The agitators 
lust their enthusiasm. The situation in Durango 
is steadily imiiruviug. 

Tlie right of the cit.v of Chicago to regulate and 
control the sale of newspapers and magazines on all 
news-stands in the streets was upheld in a ruling 
handed down by the Siqireme Court of Illinois. The 
oidnion was written by Judge Dunn in the «-ase of 
the Cuitls Publishing comiiany against the cit.v, in 
wliii-h the publishers sought to enjoin the city from 
(ireventiug the sale, of their publications on news- 
stands. The ordinance in question (irovides that 
only local publications can be sold on stands. 

The Danish steamer Esbjerg, bound from Bor- 
deaux for Copenhagen with a cargo of wine, has 
been seized by a tleruiiin criiiser in the Cattegat iind 
taken to Bwiiieniiieiide. 

Seven (H-rsoiis were killed and. seventeen Injured 
as the result of a fire in au ex|ilosives factory at 
Croiistaill, according to tlie Russian sejui-utUcial 
news agency. 

A Lloyds’ dis|iatcli to Ixindoii yesterday confirm- 
ing the roiHirts of the sinking of the steamer Sabia 
said that tiie Sabia was torpedoed without warning 
and that she was unarmed. '
